Asked if the group should or- 
ganize officially as a chartered 
club of the college with a facul- 
ty adviser, Miss Strack countered 
with the assertion that ‘we are 
not an illegal organization, neither 
are we an accepted one. We are, 
what might be called extra-illegal. 
They don’t want us, but cannot 
get rid of us.’
